The New Postal Law. 


ILolbrook’s United States Mail has an ab- 
stract of the provisions of the new postal 
law, from wh'ch we quote a few paragraphs: 

Lerrer Postacsn.—Postdge on local or

The regulations respecting soldiers’ letters 
remain the same as heretofore.
